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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims land 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Miyajima 
(6,344,162). 

Miyajima teaches a resin molding machine for manufacturing semiconductor devices, 
comprising fixed upper dies (20) and movable lower dies (21) forming cavities (26a), a plurality 
of semiconductor chips (10) are mounted on each support member (16), which is clamped by the 
upper and lower dies (col. 4, lines 23-30), a pot (24) supplies resin material into the mold cavity, 
a plunger (22) internally fit to the pot for applying pressure to the resin (col. 4, line 19-22), resin 
distribution channels, or runner paths, (30) disposed on the die surfaces, wherein the channels 
(30) includes a cull (29) and a runner gate (29a) for dispensing the melting resin; a nickel - 
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tungsten alloy coating layer may cover the entire die surfaces and any parting faces (col. 16, lines 
7-14); air vents (108) are radially disposed around the die (21; col. 14, lines 22-31). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Miyajima 
('162) as applied to claims 1 and 5-8 above and further in view of the Japanese reference (10- 
202,698). 

Miyajima discloses a semiconductor devices molding machine as described above, but 
fails to disclose that the coating layer containing 20-60% of tungsten and has a thickness of ljim 
to 20 jam. 

The Japanese reference disclose a molding die having a nickel and tungsten coating (216, 
226) with the tungsten weight percent of 44-60% (translation, page4, section [0032]) and the 
thickness of 15 |um. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the applicant's 
invention was made to modify Miyajima by providing a nickel-tungsten coating having 44-60 
wt% of tungsten with the thickness of about 15 (im as taught by the Japanese reference, because 
with 44-60 wt% of tungsten and a thickness of about 15 jam, the heat conductivity and corrosion 
resistance would be improved over the general mold coatings.
